REFILLABLE CONTAINERS WITH A CAPACITY OF NOT LESS THAN 32 OUNCES AND 5 

NOT MORE THAN 128 OUNCES, for consumption off the licensed premises only to 6 

persons who have purchased food or alcohol from the licensed premises; and 7
